DETAILS : Congressman Levitas, per a written request dated 
May 9, 1984, advised that the Subcommittee on 
Investigations and Oversights recently learned that when the 
Bureau was conducting its background investigation of Mr. Meese 
for the position of Attorney General, the Special Agents conducting 
the interviews had in their possession a list of some 100 meetings 
between Mr. Meese and Miss Lavelle. Congressman Levitas requests 
that this information be made available to the subcommittee so 
that the subcommittee can determine whether any of the meetings 
may have a relationship to any settlement matters administered 
from "Superfund" legislation by the Environmental Protection 
Agency. The Bureau has subsequently learned the source of 
Congressman Levitas' information is Rita Lavelle, who was recently 
interviewed by Mr. John P. O'Hara (former Special Agent), Counsel 
for the Committee. Miss Lavelle advised Mr. O'Hara she was shown 
a list or advised of a list of meetings between herself and 
Mr. Meese by a Special Agent when interviewed during the Meese 
inquiry. 


During the course of the Bureau's background 
investigation of Mr. Meese, the White House received an anonymous 
letter on Playboy Interoffice Correspondence stationery which 
alleged that Mr. Meese and Miss Lavelle had had a long-term, 
sporadic intimate relationship. A copy of this letter was 
provided to the Bureau by the White House, and Mr. Meese and 
Miss Lavelle were subsequently interviewed by Bureau Agents 
concerning their professional and social contacts. 

A review of the background investigation disclosed no 
information regarding any listing of meetings between Mr. Meese 
and Miss Lavelle. In addition, appropriate Washington Field 
Office Agents and FBIHQ personnel familiar with this SPIN matter 
were queried, and all advised they were completely unaware of 
any such listing. 

The Agent who interviewed Miss Lavelle did so in the 
presence of her attorney. The only information imparted by the 
Agent to Miss Lavelle was in displaying a copy of the anonymous 
letter in question for her review prior to any questioning. The 
Agent retained the copy of the letter. 

Copies of the anonymous letter and interviews of 
Mr. Meese and Miss Lavelle are being provided to the Office of 
Congressional and Public Affairs.

DETAILS : By letter dated September 1, 1989, Mr. Robert Carl 

McFarlane, former National Security Advisor, requested a copy of 
his "Security File" compiled by the Bureau during his years of 
Federal service. 

A search of the indices to our Central Records System 
at FBI Headquarters located one responsive main file (143 pages) 
consisting of three Special Inquiry investigations conducted in 
1973, 1981 and 1982, at the request of the White House. The only 
material withheld in our release are the identities of sources 
who provided information prior to the Privacy Act under an 
implied request for confidentiality; names of FBI employees; and 
information of a personal nature concerning third parties. The 
file contains no derogatory information concerning Mr. McFarlane.

DETAILS : A preliminary inquiry was initiated by the New York 

Office on June 2, 1987, relative to a possible Federal criminal 
violation, to wit : interstate travel in aid of racketeering to 
commit bribery of a juror during the New York State criminal 
prosecution of Raymond Donovan and co-defendants. This matter 
was presented to the United States Attorney's Office, Southern 
District of New York, and closed in July, 1988, as the facts did 
not indicate that any Federal violation had been committed. 

A total of 20 pages are being released. A synopsis of 
the New York Office preliminary inquiry and innocuous 
administrative markings are the substance of information being 
disclosed. The file also indicates that on 9/29/89, an article 
appeared in a White Plains, New York newspaper authored by 
Mr. Gallagher which provided details concerning the alleged 
bribery investigation and questioned why the FBI investigation 
was terminated. The release of this material has been 
coordinated with the Public Corruption Unit, White-Collar Crimes 
Section, Criminal Investigative Division.

The Black case was then brought up and he was told that 
although he had disqualified himself, he might not desire to discuss this 
matter. Justice Fortas replied that he would be glad to not only discuss 
this matter but any other matter with me on a confidential basis at any time. 
He then asked me to have breakfast with him at 7:45 a. m. this morning.

Upon seeing the Justice in his home for breakfast, we 
preliminarily engaged in small talk and eventually got down to the meat 
of the problem. I gave him a complete rundown on the exchange of corres¬ 
pondence that the Director had nadwifh^Katzenbach. He,was told specifically 
of Katzenbach's evasive tactics in attempting to defend &b£>y Kei&edy. 

I then mentioned the Black case and told him that while the Director planned 
to furnish the Attorney General specific, honest, hardhitting answers to the 
Supreme Court's questions, we nevertheless knew that Katzenbach would 
throw our answers out the window and present his own slanted version to 
the Supreme Court. Justice Fortas agreed. 


J Justice Fortas stated that the entire matter boiled down to a 

continuing fight for the Presidency. He stated that Kennedy was of course 
out to capture that segment of voters which in the past had belonged to 
Vice President Humphrey. He mentioned that Kennedy, to a certain extent, 
had succeeded in capturing this left-wing group. He added that of course if 

1 facts, as possessed by the FBI, concerning Kennedy's approval of wiretapping 
were made known to the general public that it would serve to completely 
destroy Kennedy.

Justice Fortas spoke of the Black case. He stated that after 
. Soucitor General Thurgood Marshall had ineptly and inadequately presented 
Se mauer of electron!?devices to the Supreme Court ‘he atpreme Court 
had held a confidential meeting among themselves. Although Justice Fort s 
and Justice White disqualified themselves, they still attended the meeting. 

At the meeting it was decided among the Justices that ra ^ er t ^ f e J^ 
the Black case to a lower court, the Supreme Court would set itseliupas a 
tribunal to gather further information concerning the usage of electronic 
, devices and afterwards make a decision. The Justices, with the exception 
1 of Byron White, felt that if the case was immediately remanded to a lower 
1 court 1 Attorney General Katzenbach would, in order to win the case, pick zlas 
\ own Judge and thereby attain victory. Justice Fortas stated that some of 
the Justices in the Supreme Court were somewhat belligerent m their attitude 
towards Kennedy and Katzenbach. He stated these men would not be pushed 
around" regardless of thG politics involved* 

Justice Fortas stated that the problem at hand was to determine 
f how the FBI’s irrefutable evidence exposing Kennedy and the Department in 
their clear-cut authorization for usage of microphones could be gotten to the 
Supreme Court and to the people. I showed him at this point several memo¬ 
randa taken from the file, including the New York telephone memorandum 
which Kennedy had signed. He stated that there was no doubt in his mind 
but what the FBI acted in a complete, above-board and honest manner at the 
specific urging of Kennedy and the Department. He then stated that he fully 
recognized that Katzenbach would only slant any reply the FBI gave him in 
answer to the questions posed by the Supreme Court. 

After some deliberation, Justice Fortas stated that he thought 
the best thing to do would be for him to slip in the back door and see the 
President. He stated he would tell the President all of the above fac ^ s _ As 
an aside. Justice Fortas asked me if the President had been aware of the 
exchange of correspondence pertaining to the Director and the Attorney 
General. I replied that the Director in all fairness and in order to protect 
ithe FBI had definitely advised Watson and the President. The Justice 
I replied that this was good, however, he felt that the President would want 
lto know his opinion as a result of seeing it from the Supreme Court. 

He then stated that his plan of action would serve to protect 

« the President and the FBI and could spell ’’back seat” for Katzenbach an 
Kennedy. He mentioned that he would recommend to the President that the 
President should immediately call Katzenbach in his office and tell him that

he was very greatly concerned about this entire matter and that, in order 
lor honesty and justice to prevail, an arbitrator should be set up who would 
listen to all of the evidence and then furnish a complete report to the 
Supreme Court. Justice Fortas added that naturally the arbitrator would 
be someone whom the President could trust to furnish the absolute true facts. 

He stated the next problem would b^to find this particular 
man. He said he had in mind somebody like Ken Royally former Secretary 
of the Army. He asked me what I thought of him. I told him I naturally 
tod heard Mr. Royal’s name, however, Mr. Hoover would have fax better 
judgment on this matter than I would. He next stated that perhaps someone 
like Ross'Malone’'former President of the American Bar Association, would 
be good in this regard. I told him that we had enjoyed very favorable 
relations with Mr. Malone. Justice Fortas then mentioned that there was 
an immediate past President of the American Bar Association, from the State 
of Virginia. I told him he probably was thinking of Lewis Pcrvtell. He stated 
this was correct. He asked me what I thought of Powell. I told him that 
Mr. Powell had generally concurred with Mr. Hoover’s beliefs concerning 
crime, however, on occasions he had been somewhat naive and a little weak. 
Justice Fortas stated that he thought Royal or Malone would be the best man. 

Justice Fortas told me that he would take the above action 

1 immediately. He stated he was going to Jacksonville, Florida, today; however, 
he would try to talk to the President prior to his departure—if not, he would 
discuss this matter with the President Thursday morning, 6/16/66. I told 
him that time was- growing short inasmuch as the Supreme Court wanted an 
answer almost immediately. He stated this was true and that, as a matter 

1 0 f fact once the arbitrator was appointed all of his facts would have to be 
gathered and furnished to the Supreme Court within two weeks. He stated 
i he thought this could be done. 

Justice Fortas told me that he wanted to mention another 
i 1 subject. He stated that he tod already taken steps to disqualify himself in 
I 1 the Hoffa case. He mentioned that the Black, Baker and Hoffa cases would 
1 \be continuing cases which would go on for many years. He asked me if I 
I j mew of any irregularities on the part of Bobby Kennedy in connection with 
1 khe Hoffa case. I replied in the affirmative, stating that Kennedy on one 
\ /occasion had specifically asked an FBI representative to place a microphone

| i Justice Fortas next, inquired if I had known a former Bureau 

] (employee by the name of Courtney’tv^hs. I told him that I did know Evans. 
l«He asked if I knew of Evans' association with Kennedy. I told him that we 
t \were well aware of this relationship. I then briefed Justice Fortas completely 
I (concerning Evans. I told him of the statements made by Edward Bennett 
( I Williams with respect to the fact that Kennedy planned to use Evans as his 
’ "ace in the hole. " I told Justice Fortas that Mr. Hoover had instructed me 
to call Evans in and to show him approximately eight memoranda which had 
previously been prepared by Evans. Justice Fortas was advised that Evans 
3 had been told that he had not only prepared but approved such memoranda and 
: that we demanded to know if the facts as he had given them at the time of 
« preparation were as true now as they were then. I told Justice Fortas that 
Evans had affirmed the truthfulness of these facts and had sadly indicated. 
"Facts are facts and can't be changed. " I also told Justice Fortas that we 
had specifically asked Evans if Bobby Kennedy had been furnished information 
from microphone coverage in the Black case. The Justice was advised that 
1 Evans had admitted that he had frequently briefed Kennedy in this regard. 

' :The Justice was told that we next inquired of Evans whether or not Kennedy 
nknew *tiat such information came from microphone coverage and that Evans 
Jihad replied that there was one specific occasion in which Kennedy specifically 
J! could have inferred that the information could only have come from microphone 
ji coverage.

Justice Fortas asked if the President knew of Evans’ background. 
I told him that apparently the President did not know this. It was further 
mentioned that Evans was currently employed by Katzenbach. obviously at 
the urging of Kennedy. Justice Fortas replied that this was the worst news he 
had received since Bobby Kennedy’s urging that the Viet Cong be allowed to 
sit down at the conference table. He stated that the President should definitely 
be told of this fact. He then mentioned that several members of the Supreme 
Court are well aware of the background of Evans as well as the background of 
such characters as Sheridan, Bellino, and other henchmen of Kennedy's.

At this point, I told Justice Fortas of the memoranda in which 
the Director in 1963, at the specific request of the President, had furnished 
the President concerning Bellino, et al., and that the President had the 
following day dismissed these individuals from employment at the White 
House. I mentioned that Kenny O’Donnell had immediately advised Bobby 
Kennedy, and Bobby Kennedy had had Ed Guthman issue a direct threat to 
us in connection with this matter. Justice Fortas stated this was typical 
/ of Kennedy. 


Justice Fortas next made reference to the decision handed 
down by the Supreme Court yesterday in connection with confessions. He 
st ated that he sincerely hoped that the Director and the personnel of the FBI 
would pay close attention to the conclusion of the statement by Chief Justice 

I * Warren wherein the Chief Justice clearly implied that the FBI was a model 
agency for all law enforcement to follow. Justice Fortas told me that he 
wanted the Director to know that following Thurgood Marshall’s inept and 
stupid presentation to the Supreme Court regarding the general matter of 
confessions, he, Justice Fortas, had been instrumental in instructing 

I Thurgood Marshall to specifically return to the Department and ascertain 
exactly how the FBI handled the matters of questioning of subjects, arraign¬ 
ment of subjects, confessions, etc. He stated that Marshall therefore, as a 
result of such action, had found it necessary to submit such procedures to 
the Supreme Court. He stated on this basis, Chief Justice Warren had no 
alternative but to pat the FBI on the back. 


• Justice Fortas inquired as to the Director’s opinion concerning 
Ramsey Clark. I told him that the Director of course had enjoyed a very 
favorable friendly relationship with Justice Tom Clark for many years and 
that the Director had also enjoyed a fairly favorable relationship with Ramsey 
Clark, however, not anywhere near as close as the friendship with his father. 

I told the Justice that the Director had received information pointing out that 
despite the fact Ramsey Clark was known as a "Johnson man," he nevertheless 
could see no wrong in Bobby Kennedy. Justice Fortas stated that he felt 
Ramsey was a good man but young, naive and one that constantly looked down 
into the deep waters and could see no wrong in anyone. He stated that Ramsey 
Clark was a "dreamer." Justice Fortas then inquired as to whether or not 
there are any loyal Johnson supporters in the Department. I stated that the 
Director had mentioned on a number of occasions that perhaps the only one 
who could be declared a loyal supporter of the President’s was Ed Weisl, Jr. 
The Justice expressed no surprise. He stated he thought this to be the case.

At the conclusion of our discussion, the Justice reiterated 
once again the action he planned to take with the establishment of an "arbitrator. 
He stated that I should keep in touch with him on a confidential basis regarding 
this matter. He also stated that 1 should not hesitate in the future to get in 
touch with him concerning any problems in which the FBI's interest should be 
protected. He reminded me that the President had great faith in the Director 
and the FBI and that in many instances we undoubtedly found ourselves in a 
position where we could not protect ourselves. He also stated that while the 
President had issued specific statements concerning wiretapping and usage of 
electronic devices, he nevertheless realized that the FBI had to have the 
advantage of such devices in order to adequately handle its responsibilities 
both in the security and criminal fields. He stated the President's only concern 
had been his opinion that there were too many electronic devices in the political 
field. He stated we of course were not guilty of such practices. He stated he 
recognized this and he also recognized that the entire hysteria concerning the 
usage of microphones and electronic devices had been brought about as a result 
of Bobby Kennedy's brash practices. He stated he deeply resented the fact 
that Bobby Kennedy had thrown his former partner, Sheldon Cohen (Director, 
Internal Revenue) to the wolves in connection with these matters. / £•' \ y

ana there was a discussion of possible candidates. Fortas also 
characterized the presentation of the Government's case by then 
Solicitor General Thurgood Marshall as inept and inadequate. 
Significantly, while Fortas disclosed that he planned to 
disqualify himself, he also discussed his attendance at a 
"confidential meeting among the justices" which discussion 
included alternatives which the Court was considering. He also 
pointed out that Justice White did not intend to participate in 
the Black decision. The documents also disclose that Fortas 
asked De Loach whether there was any use of electronic 
surveillance in the Hoffa case. De Loach replied that then 
Attorney General Robert Kennedy had asked the FBI to place a 
microphone surveillance on an attorney by the name of Haggerty. 
Fortas disclosed to De Loach that he intended to sit on the Hoffa 
case and make certain that (Attorney General) Katzenbach was 
"exposed". 


The documents also contain candid remarks about several 
individuals. The first document states Mr. Hoover's opinion that 
then Attorney General Katzenbach would present a "slanted" 
version of the facts to the Supreme Court; describes then 
Solicitor General Thurgood Marshall as "dumb"; refers to former 
Attorney General Ramsey Clark as a "dreamer"; discusses former 
America Bar Association President Ross Malone as Mr. Hoover's 
choice for the arbitrator; refers to (later to be Supreme Court 
Justice) Lewis Powell as a possible candidate, but contains 
Mr. De Loach's description of Powell as "naive"; refers to a 
Departmental Attorney Eddie Weisl, Jr. as being politically loyal 
to then President Johnson; and, lastly, refers to former 
Secretary of the Army Ken Royall as a possible candidate for the 
arbitrator. In a hand written postscript to the second document, 
Mr. Hoover notes remarks uncomplimentary to Royall and refers to 
the Warren Commission as having ended in a "fiasco." 

The third document is a memo from Mr. De Loach to Mr. 
Tolson dated 9/12/66 which sets forth information from a 
"reliable source". That information refers to plans of the U. S. 
Supreme Court. From the context of the documents, the source 
appears to be Fortas. In that document, the source states that 
the Court believes that then Solicitor General Marshall was 
evasive in his handling of the Black matter and plans to call him 
before the Court; that Fortas and (Justice Tom) Clark are 
"leading the fight" to get the truth; that all Justices except 
Douglas and White are angry about (Attorney General) Katzenbach's 
handling of the Black matter; and makes reference to a "carefully 
conceived campaign" by Robert Kennedy to conduct electronic 
surveillance.

Assistant to the Director DeLoach called and stated Supreme Court 
Justice Abe Fortas returned his call last night and asked him to have breakfast 
“with the Justice this morning. Mr. DeLoach stated he outlined to the Justice 
the entire Black matter and told him what it is necessary for us to do is to 
protect the Bureau and gave the Justice the background of the exchange of 
correspondence and how Attorn€^y*Gen£raf Katzenbach tried to blacken our 
nam e Mr. DeLoach stated he mentioned to the Justice and showed him a 
copy of the New York telephone letter approved by former Attorney General 
Kennedy and the memorandum advising the Department of the use of microphones 
and trespass. Mr. DeLoach told the Justice that with respect to the Black case, 
despite all the facts we were going to furnish the Attorney General, no doubt 
they would furnish the Supreme Court a slanted version of the matter. Justice 
Fortas said he recognized this fact and that actually what this boils down to is a 
fight for the Presidency; that Bobby Kennedy has been trying to knock Vice 
President Humphrey out with the liberals and this is a continuation and Kennedy 
should be exposed. . * 

Mr. DeLoach stated Justice Fortas asked if we had furnished the 
information to the President and was told we had for the most part but the 
President could not be involved in furnishing information to the Supreme Court.

before the Court of Fred Black, ( Black v. U .Sh., 385 U.S. 26 
(1966), decided 11/7/66, copy of decision attached). 

Review of that case decision indicates that Fortas 
recused himself from the decision; however, it is possible that 
Fortas and De Loach (the FBI) will be viewed as having acted 
improperly in this matter. The Black case involved a prosecution 
for tax evasion. The Bureau had conducted an electronic 
surveillance of Fred Black in an unrelated investigation. 

According to the decision, it was not until the conviction for 
tax evasion had reached the Supreme Court on a petition for 
certiorari that Tax Division attorneys realized that conversation 
between the defendant and his attorney had been overheard by the 
FBI and included in their reports. The issue was presented to 
the Court in a petition for rehearing after the original petition 
had been denied. Neither Justice Fortas nor Justice White 
participated in the decision. On the petition for rehearing, the 
Court vacated Black conviction and ordered a new trial. 

The first two documents disclose a discussion between 
De Loach and Fortas which took place at a breakfast meeting 
between the two on 6/14/66. It appears that the contact was 
initiated by De Loach. Hoover was apparently concerned that it 
appeared that the FBI had monitored Black's conversations without 
specific Departmental authority (note that the interception took 
place prior to the passage of Title III, of the Omnibus Crime 
bill of 1968). The documents disclose that it was Mr. Hoover's 
position that then Attorney General Robert Kennedy had clearly 
authorized the electronic surveillance in this and other cases. 

The first document attached is a memo of Mr. Hoover to 
his personal files dated 6/14/66, apparently written after he 
was briefed by De Loach. In his memo, Mr. Hoover reiterates 
many of the comments made at De Loach's meeting with Fortas 
which is discussed it the second document, a memo from De Loach 
to Tolson also dated 6/14/66. 

In that memo, De Loach reports that Fortas attributed 
the handling of the Black case by DOJ to politics; he reportedly 
states that the "problem" is "how the FBI's "irrefutable 
evidence" of (Robert) Kennedy's "clear cut authorization" of the 
electronic interception could get to the Court.

Washington newspapers asking that the Jenkins story be 
suppressed. They also arranged for Mr. Jenkins’ hospitalization 
at the direction of the President as a part of the effort to 
suppress and/or control the story concerning Jenkins' arrest. 

President Johnson ordered a full background 
investigation of Jenkins following the publication of his arrest. 
Several hundred people were interviewed, including Congressmen, 
White House employees, business and personal associates along 
with Mr. Jenkins himself. Upon completion of the investigation, 
the FBI issued a Press Release stating that other than these two 
arrests, Mr. Jenkins had not committed any other acts of a 
homosexual nature.

In responding to the FOIA request of Mr. Lesar, a review of 
our files revealed one bulky enclosure from an administrative type 
file pertinent to his request. There are approximately 17,000 pages 
of material contained in the above bulky enclosure consisting of daily 
logs of former FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover's telephone messages, 
dating January, 1941, to May, 1972; and Mr. Hoover's appointment 
calendars dating January, 1957, to May, 1972. The daily logs are 
printed forms which note the identity of the caller, as well as the 
date, time, and the action taken, i.e., whether the call was referred 
to a subordinate. The appointment calendars contain names of persons 
scheduled to see the Director, often with a designation of the 
organization or agency represented by the visitor. 

A waiver of fees for duplication costs was granted by the 
United States Department of Justice, Office of Information and 
Privacy. 


The proposed interim release consists of daily telephone 
logs for the years 1941 through 1943. All names and identifying 
information were deleted, except for those of public officials such as 
Congressmen, Judges, FBI Assistant Directors and SACs, to protect the 
privacy interests of the callers.

These communications contained 
information relating to Johnson's personal or family affairs, 
political issues, name checks or clearances, and detailed 
security plans prior to Johnson's travels. Also, maintained were 
several letters from admirers of both Hoover and Johnson. 

It should be noted that this file also contains 
material concerning issues of public controversy during 
Johnson's career. This includes, but is not limited to the 
following instances: Documents concerning Walter W. Jenkins, 
deceased, Johnson's Administrative Assistant who was arrested on 
morals charges and subsequently admitted his homosexuality (these 
documents have been coordinated with a previous release to free 
lance writer William P. Barrett, who requested records on 
Jenkins); information regarding Johnson's association with Bobby 
Baker and Billy Sol Estes; two documents concerning bribery 
investigations which mention deceased Senators Thomas J. Dodd and 
Ralph W. Yarborough. 

Information released from the second file consists of 
laboratory reports, copies of the obscene threat letters and 
airtels or reports setting out the events surrounding receipt of 
these letters. The threat letters were written by an individual 
who strongly resented the President's policy regarding racial 
equality. The city in which these letters were postmarked is 
being released; however, the identity of the writer was not 
determined. 

The third file, concerning bribery allegations, which 
consists mainly of administrative data, contains the least amount 
of substantive information to be released. The basis for this 
investigation cannot be determined from this material, and the 
nature of the file is identified by the caption only. The 
identity of the other subjects involved in this case have also 
been protected.

Hall has submitted a waiver of privacy executed by 
Britton's (second) wife. This, combined with the lack of privacy 
rights of deceased persons, has resulted in the prospective 
release of most of the information in the personnel file. Except 
for the privacy exemptions asserted to protect the names of FBI 
personnel and personal information concerning other surviving 
relatives, as well as references to FBI confidential sources 
mentioned in Performance Appraisals, only two major categories of 
information have been redacted: a) the reports of the physicians 
who examined Britton prior to his death, either as personal care 
providers, or to make recommendations concerning his fitness for 
duty; and b) the reports of co-workers who commented on his 
fitness for duty during an OPR-type inquiry. 

Although the actual reports of the physicians have been 
protected, summaries of information concerning Britton's problems 
have been released when doing so will not compromise the 
physicians' identities or their individual diagnoses. These 
disclosures, together with the administrative record revealed by 
the remaining documents, demonstrate that the FBI made every 
attempt to accommodate the personal needs of SA Britton, as well 
as attempting to ensure the safety of the public by monitoring SA 
Britton's condition. 

The FBI monitored Britton’s medical health extensively, 
and made every effort to ensure that Britton received appropriate 
medical and career assistance to minimize the effects of his 
illness. Because of the need to protect certain medical 
information, as well as information supplied by his co-workers 
concerning Britton's behavior in specific episodes, the 
possibility exists that Hall will portray the FBI as insensitive 
to Britton's needs, or conversely, to the requirements of public 
safety.

Reference your routing slip of 4/29/91 requesting 
background information on a New York Times article dated 4/28/91 
(attached) pertaining to a Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) 
request by Jimmy Hoffa's daughter, Barbara Crancer, for the FBIHQ 
file (9-HQ-60052) concerning his disappearance. 

After reading a Detroit Free Press newspaper article 
concerning an eye-witness account of Jimmy Hoffa entering a car 
on the date of his disappearance, Barbara Crancer filed a FOIA 
request dated 2/17/87 for that witness's statement. She later 
requested the entire Headquarter's file on Hoffa's disappearance, 
an investigation which is still pending. After consulting with 
the Criminal Division, the FOIPA Section denied her request on 
6/1/87 pursuant to 5 U.S.C. § 552 (b)(7)(A), which exempts from 
disclosure records or information that could reasonably be 
expected to interfere with enforcement proceedings. Crancer's 
administrative appeal of this decision was denied by the Office 
of Information and Privacy, Department of Justice, in November, 
1987. On 2/8/89, Crancer filed a complaint in the United States 
District Court for the Eastern District of Missouri contesting 
the FBI's assertion of Exemption (b)(7)(A).

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In addition to several declarations by FOIPA Section 
attorneys. Assistant Director William M. Baker executed a 
declaration on 9/27/90, explaining why the Hoffa file is totally 
exempt from disclosure under Exemption (b)(7)(A). Despite those 
affidavits, in March, 1991, the Court ordered that the FBI 
prepare an in camera Vaughn index justifying, on a document-by- 
document basis, why none of the requested information can be 
released from the 68 volume file. On 4/11/91, the Court denied a 
three-part motion to set aside the 3/22/91 order, to certify for 
appeal the question of whether the court could order the 
production of a Vaughn index, and to stay the order pending 
appeal. The FBI, the Office of Information and Privacy, and the 
Civil Division of the Department of Justice have recommended 
interlocutory appellate review and a stay, but no final decision 
has been reached by the Solicitor General. Therefore, the FOIPA 
Section has not begun to prepare a Vaughn index. 

A separate FOIA request for the Hoffa file from the 
Detroit Free Press is being litigated in the Eastern District of 
Michigan.

ST. LOUIS — Nearly 16 years after! 
James R. Hoffa disappeared from a 
restaurant parking lot outside Detroit 
in one of the great unsolved mysteries 
of the century, his daughter has grown 
tired of theories and is looking for an- 
. swers. 

She thinks they may lie in the 69 vol¬ 
umes of documents and memoran¬ 
dums amassed by the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation since her father's pre¬ 
sumed murder, and she has sued the 
Justice Department to have them 
opened. 

The lawsuit seeks access to the files

Judge Crancer, who shares her fa¬ 
ther’s dark eyes and Roman profile, 
argues that the bureau has had long 
enough to solve the case. “You can sit 
forever clipping newspaper articles 
and waiting for deathbed confess ions,’ 1 
she said.

l The Justice Department says that 
the investigation is continuing, and that 
making the files public would jeopard 
ize the case and endanger informers. 

“The files will lead to an ultimate 
conclusion, and at some point the ulti¬ 
mate conviction of someone,” said 
Henry J. Fredericks, an assistant 
United States attorney in St Louis. 

Judge Crancer has been trying to 
gain access to the files since she read a 
newspaper article four years ago.

“A good criminologist could piece 
this together like some giant jigsaw 
puzzle without your telling him any¬ 
thing else.” 

Another problem is the sheer bulk of 
files. At last count, there were 69 vol¬ 
umes, each including about 240 pages 
of memorandums and confidential in¬ 
terviews for a total of about 16,000 
pages. In court documents, the bureau

Mr. Hoffa rose from dock worker to 
Xhe head of the teamsters, once the na¬ 
tion’s largest union. Along the way, he 
made alliances with the Mafia, locked 
fioms with Robert F. Kennedy and 
served nearly five years in Federal 
prison for jury tampering and fraud. 

After his sentence was commuted by 
President Richard M. Nixon, Mr. Hoffa 
"was released on the condition that he 
XK)t seek the union presidency. He tried 
anyway, and incurred the wrath of or¬ 
ganized-crime leaders who preferred 
his more pliant successor Frank Fitz¬ 
simmons. 

“Hoffa was unpredictable,” said Ar¬ 
thur Sioane, a professor of industrial 
relations at the University of Dela¬ 
ware, who is author of the biography, 
“Hoffa,” to be published in June by 
iM.I.T. Press. “He could say no to the 
mob as well as say yes.” 

But Judge Crancer, who Is 53 years 
old, remembers a different Jimmy 
Hoffa, a “loving father, full of life.” 

~ Growing up in Detroit with her 
younger brother, James, she had what 
she calls “a normal, happy childhood” 
of Girl Scout meetings and going to 
picket lines with her father and learn¬ 
ing to live with the frequent visits to the 
Hoffa house of reputed underworld fig¬ 
ures. She remembers her father say¬ 
ing, “When you’re in labor, you deal 
with the people you have to deal with.” 

Barbara Ann Hoffa was Phi Beta 
Kappa and a member of the literary 
club at Albion College in Michigan. She 
was a teacher before marrying and 
moving to St Louis in the early 1960’s. 
She entered law school at Washington 
University here at age 42. 

A Republican, she is an administra¬ 
tive law Judge, hearing worker com¬ 
pensation cases. Her brother is a De¬ 
troit lawyer fighting to win the right to 
run for the presidency of the union 
their father headed. 

{ In her courtroom, the truck drivers 
mnd laborers seeking damages and 
J>ack pay for their injuries often get a 
tick out of it when they learn who she 
is. On her desk she keeps a black-and¬ 
-white picture of her father, beaming 
r *nd proud, with her standing on the 
podium next to him at the 1961 team¬ 
sters' convention in Miami. 

A lifetime of hearing Jokes and innu¬ 
endo has girded her for whatever the 
lilies hold. “It could be very painful,” 
she said. But she hopes for “a sense of 
coming to an ending.”

A majority of this material is 
dated in the 1940s, during the time when Mr. Pepper was a U. S. 
Senator. 


With the exception of the general correspondence file, 
the documents being released contain the results of these 
investigations. Deletions were made to protect the personal 
privacy rights of other individuals of investigative interest to 
the FBI, and to protect the identity of confidential sources and 
the information furnished by those sources. 

The general correspondence file regarding Congressman 
Pepper requires additional review of potential national security 
information and is not available for release at this time. Upon 
completion of this review, all information subject to disclosure 
will be released. Absent any unforeseen circumstances, 
notification of this release will be made directly to the Press 
Office.

Reference is made to my informal note dated 5/2/91, a 
copy of which is attached. 

Barbara Crancer, Jimmy Hoffa's daughter, has filed a 
complaint under the Freedom of Information Act in the Eastern 
District of Missouri contesting the FBI's denial of her request 
for the FBIHQ file (9-HQ-60052) concerning her father's 
disappearance. In March, 1991, the District Court ordered the 
FBI to prepare an in camera Vaughn index justifying, on a 
document-by-document basis, why none of the requested information 
can be released from the 68 volume file. On 4/11/91, the 
District Court denied a three-part motion by the Department of 
Justice (DOJ) to set aside the 3/22/91 order, to certify for 
appeal the question of whether the Court could order production 
of a Vaughn index, and to stay the order pending appeal. On 
5/13/91, the DOJ filed an interlocutory appeal and a petition for 
a writ of mandamus, arguing that the District Court was ignoring 
Eighth Circuit precedent which holds that only a categorical 
explanation is necessary, that is, a description of the 
categories of documents being withheld and an explanation of the 
harm that would flow from disclosure of each category. The 
Eighth Circuit has not yet rendered a final decision, but on 
6/18/91 it granted a stay of the District Court's order to 
produce a Vaughn index.

The bribe was allegedly paid for Casey's efforts in securing funding 
through the Eximbank for the construction of two nuclear power plants 
in South Korea.

the power plant construction, but failed to substantiate the 
allegation or indicate any wrongdoing on Casey's part. The exact 
nature of the allegation and the identity of the source of the 
allegation is being withheld. Interviews of Eximbank officials which 
indicated no irregularities in the processing or approval of the loan 
application are being released following consultation with Eximbank. 

An inquiry from Senator Barry Goldwater, Chairman of the Senate Select 
Committee on Intelligence (SSCI) is also being disclosed. 

A 1982 FBI investigation concerned allegations that 
Casey, while engaged in the private practice of law in 1976, lobbied 
officials of the Treasury Department, the Internal Revenue Service, 
and the Department of State on behalf of the Government of Indonesia 
(GOI) without registering pursuant to the provisions of the Foreign 
Agents Registration Act. Casey's representation of the GOI occurred 
approximately six months after his departure from Eximbank, whose 
alleged, multi-million dollar loans to Indonesia again raised a 
possible conflict of interest violation. In March 1982, the Internal 
Security Section of the Department of Justice (DOJ) found no evidence 
of wrongdoing by Casey. The nature of the allegations, derogatory 
news articles by Jack Anderson, information indicating that the SSCI 
sent a four page report to the DOJ alleging that Casey had violated 
the FARA, and an interview of the Special Minority Counsel to the 
SSCI are being released. 

Information being disclosed from the 35 cross 
references consists of: (1) an inquiry by the SSCI regarding whether 

Casey was the subject of an alleged Hobbs Act violation; (2) Ethics in 
Government allegations for which DOJ found no evidence of criminality; 
(3) general correspondence between Casey and the FBI; (4) a threat 
against Casey as Director of CIA; (5) his attendance at a symposium on 
terrorism; and (6) newspaper articles regarding his appointment as 
President of the Eximbank, his appointment as Undersecretary of State 
for Economic Affairs, and his recommendations while Chairman of the 
Securities and Exchange Commission.

The FBI responded to 
these letters on October 8, 1991, advising Mr. Mackaman that the 
review of records had begun and, in the absence of any unforeseen 
difficulties, copies would be forwarded to the Ford Library 
within the next two months. 

Documents prepared for release pertain to the October 
1973 background investigation conducted on Gerald R. Ford at the 
request of the White House. Only the report as reviewed by 
members of the appropriate 1973 Congressional committee was 
processed for this request. 

As the investigation was conducted prior to the Privacy 
Act of 1974, names and identifying information of most persons 
interviewed were deleted under the assumption of implied 
confidentiality. Deletions were also made to protect the 
unwarranted invasion of the personal privacy of other individuals 
and the identities of FBI and other government personnel. 

Interviews of persons acquainted with Gerald Ford were 
generally favorable describing him as honest, hard working, 
capable and of high integrity. Of those interviewed that were 
not personally acquainted with him, most knew of nothing 
unfavorable concerning his character, reputation or family. 

Information of a derogatory nature was minimal and 
ranged from statements against his party affiliation and concerns 
about his voting record on issues such as busing and labor laws 
to personal statements that he was dull, of limited intelligence 
and unqualified. 

Nothing improper was developed concerning his financial 
affairs, including an allegation concerning his misuse of 
election funds. Other allegations of wrongdoing included his 
improper use of free air transportation, his involvement in the 
setting up of an import business following his official trip to 
China in 1972, and his acceptance of political payoffs for favors 
on behalf of private concerns. Our investigation failed to 
corroborate any alleged wrongdoings.

In 1980, Cyrus Hashemi was the subject of an 
investigation by the FBI, which included extensive electronic 
surveillance. The FBI's investigation led to indictments in 1984 
of Cyrus Hashemi and several of his associates for illegally 
exporting arms to Iran. Two of these individuals entered guilty 
pleas. Cyrus Hashemi was not prosecuted in exchange for his 
assistance in another investigation concerning illegal arms, 
which was being conducted by the U.S. Customs Service. Hashemi 
died of heart failure in London in 1986. 

There is nothing in the HQ file to prove or disprove 
the Casey/Hashemi connection. The file contains no information 
showing contact between Hashemi and anyone known to be associated 
with the Reagan election staff. However, information being 
released will show that numerous times during the early stages of 
the surveillance (which ran from 8/27/80 thru 2/12/81) different 
officials of the U.S. Government did contact Hashemi. These 
included employees of the State Department and members of the 
National Security Council (NSC). These contacts were made in an 
attempt to solicit Hashemi's assistance in the Embassy hostage 
crisis. State and NSC were contacted and advised of the Bureau's 
investigative interest in Hashemi. Both agencies requested and 
received, on a continuing basis, summaries of the information 
obtained through the electronic surveillance. 

Additionally, information will be released which will 
show that in 1984, the investigation of one of Hashemi's 
associates, a former Assistant Attorney General, was dropped when 
it was discovered that the FBI had lost vital evidence. The lost 
material consisted of three original tapes from the electronic 
surveillance. A later FBI OPR inquiry into the missing tapes 
resulted in disciplinary action against an employee of the FBI. 

A limited amount of information from that inquiry is also being 
released. The released portions will show the Bureau's extensive 
efforts to locate the missing tapes and to determine 
responsibility for their loss. 

The HQ files reviewed for these requests consist of a 
total of 2,704 pages. FOIPA Section is withholding 1,408 pages 
in their entirety and redacting considerable portions of the 
remaining material. The majority of the redactions are to 
protect the privacy of other individuals and classified 
information.

Habibs, citizens of Ghana, and officers of the Prince Georges

Some Conversations Involving 
Justices Were Monitored, 
Documents Disclose 


The document*, which include news¬ 
paper articles, clippings from The Con¬ 
gressional Record and internal F.B.I. 
memorandums, show the F.B.I.'s rela¬ 
tions with, and changing altitude to¬ 
ward, the High Court from I M2 to 1965. 

The earlier material includes refer¬ 
ences to personal favors, such as help 
with travel arrangements, that the bu¬ 
reau furnished for the Justices and 
their families. Much of the material

The 2,676-page file, much of it com- 
pled during the tenure of Director J. 
Edgar Hoover, contains everything 
from suspicions about possible Com¬ 
munist influences on the Court in the 
IPSC's to the use of Court employees as 
F.B I sources The file was obuiped by 
a IXrham lawyer and freelance jour¬ 
nalist under the Freedom of Informa¬ 
tion Act. 

Other F.B.I. documents, obtained by 
earlier freedom of information re¬ 
quests, show that the F B I wiretapped 
or monitored conversations involving 
four men who served on the Court: 
Ear! Warren, William O. Douglas, Abe 
Forus and Potter Stewart. 

It U not clear from the documents 
whether all the conversations occurred 
while the four were on the Court Nor is 
It clear. In most instances, whether the 
F.B.I listened to actual conversations 
of the four Justices, or conversations 
tovolvij^ them.

Justice Stewart, who served on the 
Court from 1959 to 1M1, was heard in

Kenneth O'Reilly, professor of his¬

The chief of the Supreme Court po¬ 
lice, Capt Philip H Crook, was de¬ 
scribed in a 1953 memorandum as hav¬ 
ing '“furnished immediately all infor¬ 
mation heard by his men stationed 
throughout the Supreme Court build¬ 
ing. He kept special agents advised of 
the arrival and departure of persons 
having important roles in this case ** 

An F B I. memorandum states that 
Harold B Willey, then Clerk of the Su- 

r e me Court, made suggestions to 
B I agents as to the best places u> be 
to order m "know at once what action 
individual Judges, or the court as a 
whale, was taking They also advised 
as toon as legally possible any iction 
contemplated by the defense lawyers " 

A few Orys after the execution of 
Julius and Ethel Rosenberg in 1953, an 
F.B.I memo recommended that Mr. 
Willey; T. Perry Uppitt, the marshal

The FBI s mterest ic the Supreme Court 
was e**cuBy vigoroui under J. Edgar Hoo- 
who died m 1972.

tained m a file of more than 2,000 pages 
entitled •Supreme Court * The bureau con¬ 
tinued to maintain this file as recently as 
1965, but there's no evidence that in recent 

r n it contained much more than relative- 
mundane items—newspaper dippings 
and Congressional Record excerpts—that 
demonstrate the FBI's interest in pending 
cases, io training the court police and in 
other legitimate matters. 

But some documents from the H o ov er 
era are truly startling. They show, lor ex- 
•mple, that his FBI had three ao urces 
•mong high-level court employees during 
the Rosenberg atomic spy case in 1953, 
that it doaety watched the political beliefs 
of ^slices and a left-wing ring - <rf law 
derks daring the 1950s and that it per¬ 
formed favors far selected justices. There is 
also evidence that Hoover—in reaction to 
Warren Court derisions in 1956 and 
1957 worked to place conservatives on

Four of Hoover's nominal bosses in the 
1950s, 60s and 70s denied knowledge of 
any such bugging, and it may never have 
happened. Former attorneys general WiF 
bam Rogers (1957-1961), Nicholas Kataen- 
bach (1965-66), Ramsey Clark (1967-69) 
imd Richard Klemdienst (1972-73) told me 
they neither authorised nor were toJd of any 
electronic surveillances of the justices. 
Clark, whose father as Truman’s attorney 
general finally authorised the tap on Cor¬ 
coran, speculated that the aurreinance* 
fiight have been directed at foreign embas¬ 
sies. Katxenhach said flatly that the FBI had 
no business taking notes about coomat- 
booa involving Supreme Court justices. 

L ittle of this history has emerged until 
recently. In 1976, the Senate Select 
Committee oa Intelligence did report 
that Frankfurter was .pa^on . fcwV 
caiians in a wiretap installed in 1945 and 
that in 1970 h "currently aitting* justicr was 
a party in one of "17" wireups directed at 
government officials and reporters. The 
: report also said that an unidentified former 
ride to FDR was tapped from 1945 to 1948. 

The summaries of the taps we now know 
targeted Corcortn were made public by the

Two files from LAO correspond to files from FBIHQ which 
were previously released to MS. FREEDMAN. The only additional 
material now being released from these files is summaries of 
cross-references appearing in LAO at the time of the 
investigations and search slips contained in the files. The five 
remaining LAO files in the proposed release consist of one file 
pertaining to a threat against MR. REAGAN and four files 
pertaining to investigations of proposed demonstrations during 
functions at which MR. REAGAN was to attend. MR. REAGAN'S name 
appears in the captions of these files; however, there is only 
minimal information pertaining directly to him in the files. 

The majority of the information in these files concerns third 
parties and was withheld. 


The FBIHQ cross-references consist of 61 documents from 
a variety of files. Only those portions of the documents which 
pertain to MR. REAGAN were processed for release. There is no 
derogatory information about MR. REAGAN in these documents. The 
material being released includes threats and demonstrations 
against him or other public figures, newspaper articles, contacts 
between the FBI and MR.

The enclosed civil rights investigative file consists 
of five main sections and 18 enclosures behind file, commonly 
referred to as EBFs. The document describing the contents of the 
EBF is referred to as a cover letter and is located in one of the 
main sections of the file. A copy of the cover letter is also 
filed with the EBF. For example, in section 2, serial 54, a 
stamp "ENCL BEHIND FILE" appears on the lower left-hand side of 
the document to indicate that there is an EBF for that serial. 

Prior to the Freedom of Information-Privacy Acts 
Section receipt of this file for processing, all of the Federal 
Grand Jury material ordered sealed by United States Judge John D. 
Grady, Northern District of Illinois (88-GJ138), on March 23, 
1988, was removed. In those instances where an entire document 
was removed, a page had been inserted to identify its previous 
location within the file (see section 1, serial 12). In those 
instances where only a portion of a document was redacted, the 
notation "Rule 6(e) FRCP" was placed beside the excised material 
(see section 1, serial 12X5, page 2). A form indicating that 
Federal Grand Jury material was removed from the file had also 
been placed on the top of each section of the file. 

Approximately 200 additional pages from the civil 
rights investigation are currently being reviewed by the 
Department of Justice to identify any additional Federal Grand 
Jury material to be sealed. We will correspond further with you 
when these records become available.

Alexander Charns is a North Carolina attorney 
affiliated with the American Civil Liberties Union and has made 
approximately 300 FOIA requests to the FBI in recent years. Most 
of his requests concern the U.S. Supreme Court, individual 
Justices who are deceased, or other persons affiliated with the 
Justices or the Court. He has requested files for all the 
deceased Justices since the 1920's. We are presently involved in 
two protracted litigations with Charns. Charns has indicated 
that he is gathering this material in order to publish a book 
regarding the FBI's relationship with and attitudes towards 
members of the Supreme Court. We do not know the reason for his 
interest in the ABA. 

The anticipated release of FBIHQ files on the ABA 
discloses a very close association with the FBI. The files 
consist mainly of correspondence between ABA officials, including 
then ABA President and later Supreme Court Justice Lewis Powell, 
and high level FBI officials, including former Director J. Edgar 
Hoover. Additionally, the files contain documentation of 
attempts by the FBI to influence personnel and committee 
decisions of the ABA. 

We currently have a cordial relationship with the ABA. 
FBI employees attend seminars and meetings, become members of 
committees, and report the results of ABA gatherings to the FBI 
Director. This relationship with the ABA could be construed by 
Charns as the FBI having too much influence over ABA activities. 
Adverse media attention concerning the FBI's influence may cause 
embarrassment for the ABA.

On 3/12/93, the court ordered that all three requests be handled 
jointly and that the processing of responsive documents be 
completed no later than 11/1/93.

Responsive material consists of one ma in fils totalling 
802 pages, of which 196 pages are being proposed for release. 

This case, captioned Irgun Zvai Leumi {IRGUN), was opened in 1946 
as an Internal Security Case, a 105 classification, investigating 
Jewish extremist groups that intended to conduct a personal 
vilification campaign against all British Government officials in 
the United States. The investigation was later expanded to 
include the recruitment activities of IRGUN for duty in 
Palestine. In 1948, the character of the case was changed to add 
violations of the Voorhis Act and Foreign Agents Registration 
Act. During the course of the investigation, Menachem Begin was 
identified as the leader of the Irgun Zvai Leumi organization 
from 1942 until it was disbanded in 1948. He is also captioned 
as one of the subjects of this file. 

Proposed material for release regarding Menachem Begin, 
who died on March 9, 1992, pertains mainly to his visit to the 
United States for the purpose of securing support and correction 
of misunderstandings for the newly formed political party, Tenuat 
Hacherut. The Department of State and the FBI gave careful 
consideration to the visa application of Menachem Begin to enter 
the United States. It was finally decided to admit him in view 
of the fact that he headed a political party which might some day 
come into power in Israel. 

Deletions have been made to protect classified material 
kept secret in the interest of national defense or foreign 
policy; internal rules and practices of an agency, such as symbol 
source numbers; personal privacy of third parties; information 
provided by a confidential source; and disclosure of techniques 
used for law enforcement investigations, such as mail covers. 

Dr. Rockaway, a professor in the Department of Jewish 
History, Tel-Aviv University, is doing research on "American 
Jewish gangsters". Among his many requests are people such as 
Peter Bergson, Ben Hecht and Moe Sidwirtz for the book he is 
writing.

Additionally, 
there are 14 pages of previously released material concerning him 
appearing in the "Hoover Official and Confidential" files. The 
former Senator was never the subject of an investigation by the 
FBI. 


Deletions were made to protect the personal privacy 
rights of individuals mentioned or investigated, to protect the 
identity of confidential sources and information furnished by 
those sources. Redactions were also made to protect classified 
national security information. 

Included in the liaison file is a memorandum which 
shows that James William Fulbright was arrested in New Jersey on 
September 15, 1931, for manslaughter. Additional research has 
determined that he struck and killed a pedestrian; however, a 
Grand Jury failed to return a true bill and the case was closed. 
This information was reported to the White House in 1975, in 
connection with a name check for a Presidential appointment. 

In addition, former Senator Fulbright was placed on 
the "Do Not Contact Without Authorization" list by former 
Director Hoover following public statements made by him in March, 
1954. He is described in the liaison file as unfriendly, abrupt, 
sarcastic and having an antagonistic attitude.

December 15, 1989, Houston referred this request to FBI 
Headquarters (FBIHQ) for processing. 

By letter dated July 1, 1991, 42 pages of material from 
FBIHQ files was released to Ms. Hunt. Prior to the release, the 
Press Office was advised and no further action was requested. 

Presently available for release are 70 pages of Houston 
Office's investigation into charges of possible bribery and 
conflict of interest by Congressman Leland. This investigation 
was opened in August, 1987, based on information received from a 
confidential source alleging that Congressman Leland accepted 
bribes on behalf of American Discount Stamps, LTD (ADS). 

ADS was interested in selling U.S. Postage Stamps 
containing advertisements; however, this was against U.S. Postal 
Service regulations. As the Chairman of the House Postal 
Operations Subcommittee, Congressman Leland would get ADS's stamp 
approved for use in the U.S. Mail. The investigation was closed 
in December 1987, based on the Assistant United States Attorney's 
opinion that the allegation was without merit. 

Material protected from disclosure consists of symbol 
source numbers, information regarding details of a possible 
undercover operation, the identities and identifying data of 
third parties, confidential sources and information furnished by 
confidential sources. 

Additional material regarding Congressman Leland is 
presently undergoing a classification review and is not available 
for release at this time. On completion of this review, all 
information subject to disclosure will be released. Absent any 
unforeseen circumstances, notification of the release of that 
material will be made directly to the Press Office.

A search of our central records system revealed 12 
responsive main files which consist of 782 pages. These files 
are captioned "Obstruction of Criminal Investigation (OCI)"; 
"Extortion"; "Miscellaneous Information-Concerning"; "Laboratory 
Case"; "Racketeering Influence and Corrupt Organization (RICO)" 
and "Civil Rights". 

The "OCI" file pertains to Mayor Rizzo's son who was 
arrested in Miami, Florida, on a drug charge and allegations that 
Mayor Rizzo used his influence to have the arrest dismissed. 

Mayor Rizzo and several other public officials were the 
victims in an extortion investigation following receipt of a 
threat letter by major newspapers in several states. 

There are two "Miscellaneous-Information Concerning" 
files. One pertains to a threat to shoot Rizzo when he was 
Philadelphia's police commissioner. The other is a general 
correspondence file consisting of congratulatory letters to Rizzo 
from Directors Hoover and Gray; letters from Rizzo trying to 
schedule a meeting with the Director; a letter from a newspaper 
photographer requesting permission to take pictures of Hoover and 
Rizzo together; and some newspaper articles. 

The "Laboratory" file pertains to a threat letter to 
Mayor Rizzo and his wife. The letter was sent to FBIHQ by 
Philadelphia police to be analyzed. 

There are three RICO files. The first pertains to 
alleged kickbacks from Philadelphia International Airport 
contracts wherein several politicians in Philadelphia received 
cash payments. The second pertains to allegations that local 
public officials as well as Mayor Rizzo were receiving kickbacks 
in return for special favors. No evidence was uncovered of any 
use or misuse by Rizzo of his position for personal gain. 

The last file relates to allegations from a source that he 
witnessed and had evidence of payoffs to Mayor Rizzo from other 
third parties. Source did not provide the evidence and the case 
was never prosecuted.

There are four "Civil Rights" files. The first 
pertains to a suit that was filed against Police Captain Rizzo 
and the Philadelphia Police Department following a controversial 
raid on a Philadelphia coffee shop. The second file pertains to 
a 1961 riot at Eastern State Penitentiary in Philadelphia. The 
Philadelphia Police Department was called in to help regain 
control of the prison; at that time Rizzo was Inspector of the 
Philadelphia Police Department. The third file pertains to a 
harassment complaint filed against the Philadelphia Police 
Department when Rizzo was the Deputy Commissioner. The last file 
pertains to a complaint filed against Mayor Frank Rizzo 
concerning alleged police abuses and discrimination on the basis 
of race. 


Pursuant to the FOIA, deletions were made to protect 
the personal privacy of Bureau employees and third parties 
mentioned and to protect the identities of and' information from 
confidential sources. Of the 782 pages processed, 275 pages are 
being released.

Allegations that Mr. Collingwood 
gambled frequently while employed by CBS are also contained 
in this file. In addition, further information concerning 
the alleged affair involving Mr. Collingwood indicates it 
received a great deal of adverse publicity in 1946. 

This FOIA request may result in publicity due to 
the status of Mr. Collingwood and the fact that a previous 
request of Mr. Barrett has been the subject of publication.

Obtaining the computerized index from Mr. Fensterwald, 
would be extremely beneficial to the FOIPA Section since its 
availability would: 

a. Eliminate checking three separate indices in 
handling the forthcoming Department of Justice 
appeal regarding the Headquarters release of 
the assassination. 

b. Expedite the processing of all future requests 
for JFK assassination material, which would be 
of a general benefit to any future requesters 
and/or historians. 

c. Save numerous man-hours and money for the 
Records Management Division (RMD) since 
the FBI would be preempted from this 
administrative task. 

In addition, Mr. Fensterwald advised he would file 
a formal Freedom of Information request for a copy of the index 
and a fee waiver if it became necessary. Should he make a 
formal request, and file a lawsuit, it would result in considerable 
time and money expended by RMD and Legal Counsel Division in 
defending such a suit. Also, since Mr. Fensterwald's stated 
intention is to provide anyone with a free copy of the computerized 
index, given the current state of the case law, it is possible 
that he would prevail in such a lawsuit. Therefore, by acceding 
to his request, the government would be relieved of these 
additional time and cost burdens. 

Should this request be granted, approximately six 
of the 121 total sections of the Reading Room copy would be 
furnished to Mr. Fensterwald at a time, and upon their return 
they would be parceled out to Team I}-1 MDE's for checking against 
the available "brown-out" copy which is reposited on Team D-l. 

This task would take approximately fifteen minutes per MDE to 
check. In the interval, the "brown-out" copies would be available 
to make an additional black out should this unlikely necessity 
occur. 


It is not anticipated that the above procedure will 
create an undesirable precedent for the FOIPA Section,^since 
the JFK assassination files can be distinguished in their 
historical precedure to any other of the FBI's files.

was conducted by a task force comprised of FBI, Defense Criminal 
Investigative Service, DOD Office of Inspector General, U.S. Air 
Force Office of Special Investigations and Defense Contract Audit 
Agency personnel. This task force completed its investigation in 
the summer of 1984, and presented the results to the United States 
Attorneys Office for the Southern District of Florida for a 
prosecutive opinion. 

On 2/19/85, the FBI case agent was subpoened to appear 
before the House Subcommittee on Oversight and Intelligence for 
the Committee on Commerce and Industry to provide testimony con¬ 
cerning the investigation and lack of prosecutive action of this 
matter. Thereafter, the United States Attorney (USA), Southern 
District of Florida requested further investigation to completely 
resolve the allegations surrounding PW. 

In July, 1986, the USA for the Southern District of 
Florida declined prosecution in this matter. 

Included in this file is a memorandum dated 2/10/83, 
from Director Webster to Mr. Revel1 wherein the Director advised 
that while at a dinner party given by the Business Council (whose 
membership includes the chief executive officers of major corpora¬ 
tions of America) mention was made to him of the then pending PW 
investigation. (Copy attached.Highlighted portions to be 
withheld based on privacy concerns). 

This FOIA request may result in publicity due to the 
high media attention that was given to the Congressional hearing, 
the recent public awareness concerning the practices of military 
contracts, and the fact that no prosecution against PW was 
undertaken.

The nature of the complaints ranges from the general unsatisfactory 

work performance by an employee to the more noticeable 

dismissal of an SA for sexual abuse of children. It is 

anticipated that the information contained in the QSDMs 

might draw media attention even though the FOIPA Section 

is not aware of any publicity generated as a result of 

the previous release made to Mr. Volz.

extorted a total of $60,000 from him. It was requested that Liberace 
be interviewed in connection with his allegation, however, this file 
does not contain the results of his interview. Being released in this 
file are the portions dealing with the compromise and extortion of 
homosexuals and Liberace's name is listed as a victim. The details of 
this extortion which were furnished confidentially are being denied. 
There are two deceased famous people also listed as victims of this 
homosexual extortion whose identities have been withheld to protect 
the privacy interests of their families. The well-known living 
individuals that were also alleged homosexual extortion victims have 
also been protected. 

In addition, 13 cross-references were located in which 
Liberace was mentioned in the investigations of other individuals 
or subject matters. These references which are being released, concern 
allegations of Liberace’s homosexuality, in addition to several other 
prominent individuals whose identities are being protected for privacy 
reasons. Included in these references are: an anonymous allegation 
that he was a communist, an FOIA request submitted in 1978 from a 
third party for records concerning Liberace, and several newspaper 
articles dealing with his $25 million libel suit in 1957 against 
"Confidential" magazine for the story entitled: "Why Liberace's Theme 
Song Should Be Mad About The Boy." Also being released is, a review 
of telephone conversations obtained through a legal state court 
order in 1969 revealing that Liberace had been making long distance 
bets with a Buffalo bookie for several years. 

This FOIA request may result in publicity due to the 
prominence and popularity of Liberace and the fact that five 
separate journalists have submitted FOIA requests for his records; 
one of which, William P. Barrett, haf made other FOIA requests the 
subject of publication. It is noted that Liberace died in Palm Springs, 
California, on February 4, 1987, and that courts have ruled that dead 
persons have no rights to privacy under the FOIA. The privacy interests 
of others who have been subject to investigations have been protected.

The fact that Mr. Arnaz is deceased and Ms. Ball 
is living accounts for the disclosure of information concerning 
Mr. Arnaz' alleged Communist Party membership on the one hand 
while withholding such information concerning Ms. Ball on 
the other. As you are aware, court decisions and USDJ interpretations 
have stated that deceased persons have little, if any, expectation 
of privacy. 


A good portion of this file deals with FBI monitoring 
of the Desilu Playhouse production of the TV show, "The Untouchables," 
which starred Robert Stack as Eliot Ness. It contains correspondence 
between the Bureau and Desilu Productions wherein the Bureau 
complained about the•inaccuracies portrayed in which Eliot 
Ness was given credit for cases that were actually solved 
by the FBI. During an interview of Robert Stack for TV Guide, 
an alleged derogatory remark regarding the FBI was made at 
which Director Hoover and Associate Director Clyde Tolson 
took offense.

DETAILS: Lenell Geter is an individual who received national 

media attention for being convicted in October of 1982, of 
the armed robbery of a Kentucky Fried Chicken restaurant near 
Dallas, Texas. After allegations were made in the media that 
he was unfairly convicted, the Department of Justice Civil 
Rights Division requested on September 28, 1983, that the 
FBI conduct an investigation into the possible violation of 
Title 18, United States Code, Section 242 (Deprivation of 
Rights under Color of Law). 

The results of the FBI's investigation were reviewed 
and on December 27, 1983, the DOJ Criminal Division determined 
that the complaint had no prosecutive merit.

articles and information relating to the controversy over Mr. Casey's 
appointment by President Nixon in 1970 to head the Securities 
and Exchange Commission (SEC). It reveals that Mr. Casey had 
previously been accused of allegedly violating the Securities 
Act of 1933 and indicates that he was also sued in a plagiarism 
matter in which the verdict of the jury was expunged and the 
records sealed. During the hearings for his SEC appointment, 
there was some controversy over who ordered the records sealed. 

The file contains a handwritten note by J. Edgar Hoover in which 
he stated, "Note how our superficial handling of this has plagued!" 
This note pertains to a small news article in which the National 
Observer in 1971 wrote that the William Casey background held 
some surprises the FBI had not turned up. There is no indication 
in the news article exactly what surprises the National Observer 
was talking about. 


The file also contains a memo dated 7/29/80 written 
by former Director William Webster in which he handled a telephone 
inquiry from a journalist whose name has been deleted from the 
original document appearing in the file. The redactions were 
not made by the FOIPA Section. The journalist wanted to know 
if the FBI was investigating Mr. Casey in connection with certain 
activities (not indicated) involving a rubber company some nine 
years earlier. At the time of this inquiry, Mr. Casey was the 
Chairman of Ronald Reagan's Campaign Committee. The document 
indicates that former Director Webster handled this inquiry 
personally since he knew the journalist, and advised him that 
he (Webster) was positive that no such investigation was being 
conducted by the FBI. 


The final background investigation in this file, which 
concerns Mr. Casey's appointment as the Director of CIA, was 
initiated in December of 1980 and was concluded in 1981. 


This file may result in publicity due to the .prominence 
of Mr. Casey.

by March 1, 1988. In addition, other field office files 
requested by CCR will be processed following the Dallas 
release. The releasable information from these field office 
files will be similar in nature to that already released 
from the FBIHQ file. 

The FBIHQ release consists largely of public 
source information such as newspaper articles, press releases, 
and leaflets, pamphlets, and brochures publicly distributed 
by CISPES and related organizations. In addition, information 
from FBI physical surveillances was disclosed, including 
observation and recording of license numbers of vehicles 
in the vicinity of group activities. 

CCR has widely distributed the released information 
to various media outlets. A number of articles have already 
appeared in the press concerning the FBI's investigation 
of CISPES, and it is anticipated that there will be additional 
media coverage concerning this material (e.g. see attached 
Baltimore Sun article of 1/27/88). 

The aforementioned Baltimore Sun article states 
that a Los Angeles document reflects that the FBI placed 
a wiretap against a political activist. No information 
has been located or processed to date which would indicate 
any wiretap activity. 

One document indicates the discontinuance of 
a consensual monitoring at TACA Airlines, Los Angeles, 
which was the target of bomb threat. This information 
was redacted. However, the words "Elsur Index" appears 
at the top of the document. 
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FBI papers reveal probe 
over groups’ Latin views 


BOSTON — The FBf conducted 
*n extensive campaign of survetl- 
lance and Infiltration of more t han 
100 US. groups opposed to Reagan 
a dmini stration policies In Central 
America, according to documents to 
be made public today by a teal 
rights group 

The d oc u men ts were obtained re¬ 
cently from the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation by the Center for Con¬ 
s tituti onal Rights In response to a 
Freedom of Iniorxnation Act request 
They indicate that from 1981 to 
1985. agents In 52 of the FBI’s 59 
Reid offices participated In a coun¬ 
terterrorism Investigation of a vari¬ 
ety of political groups. 

The probe generated 3,500 pages 
of files on the groups and on a num¬ 
ber of activists. No documents have 
been released to Indicate that the in¬ 
vestigation has been dosed. 

The Investigation, which initially 
targeted the Committee In Solidarity 
with the People of Cl Salvador, 
known as CISPES, subsequently 
was expanded to include a wide 
range of political and religious or¬ 
ganizations opposed to U.5. policy In 
Nicaragua. Guatemala and El Salva¬ 
dor. The FBI probe went under the 
heading “OSPES investigation* 

One of the documents cites 138 
groups as being "connected with 
CISPES.* inducting the American 
Civil Liberties Union, the Southern 
Christian Leadership Conference, 
Oxfam America Inc.. Amnesty Inter¬ 
national. the American Federation 
of Teachers and the Hospital Work¬ 
ers Union. 

Ray McElhaney. an FBI public In¬ 
formation officer In Washington, re¬ 
fused to comment on the CISPES In¬ 
vestigation because of the classified 
nature of the material and because 
of two pending lawsuits that touch 
on the probe. 

But Mr. McElhaney said that in 
general, a counterterrorism Investi¬ 
gation is conducted when "sufficient 
predication* exists under Justice De¬ 
partment guidelines that Indicate 
"potential criminal conduct" 

"These Investigations are not 
predicated upon people simply dis¬ 
agreeing with or criticizing U.S. gov¬ 
ernment policies* Mr. McElhaney 
said. 

"The FBI Is Indeed sensitive to the 
constitutional rights of the U.S. pub' 
He, and the bureau has no Interest in 
Interfering with the exerdse of peo¬ 
ple’s First Amendment rights to dis¬ 
agree, to dtssent or to demonstrate," 
he said. 

The FBI came under harsh criti¬ 
cism in the mid-1970s, when the ex¬ 


tent of Its counterintelligence activi¬ 
ties against dvll rights and anti-Viet¬ 
nam War groups was exposed by 
several congressional committees. 

Guidelines issued In the wake of 
those revelations restricted the FBI’s 
ability to engage In surveillance, 
wiretaps, mall Interception, break- 
tns and underco v er work in the ab¬ 
sence of an official criminal investi¬ 
gation. 

But in a 1981 executive order. 
President Reagan restored the use of 
many of these techniques to the FBI 
tn Investigations dealing with foreign 
counterterrorism or counterintelli¬ 
gence. 

Guidelines issued under that or¬ 
der. titled EO 12333, permit FBI 
agents to engage in warrantless 
break-ins, to receive stolen Informa¬ 
tion. to contract with private groups 
and individuals for Intelligence gath¬ 
ering, and to conceal these agree¬ 
ments In count ert err ori sm Investiga¬ 
tions. 

The FBI released 1.200 pages of 
the flies to the Center for Constitu¬ 
tional Rights, a New York-based 
lawyers’ group that has re pr e s ented 
a number of clients who say they are 
the targets of government harass¬ 
ment because cf their political views. 

The classified documents, al¬ 
though heavily blacked out Indicate 
that: • 

□ FBI agents or their "assets* — 
operatives who work on contract — 
Infiltrated organizations around the 
country to gather intelligence on 
groups opposed to US. policy in Cen¬ 
tral America. 

□ FBI agents took thousands of 
photographs of demonstrators and 
circulated them to other federal 
agencies. 

O Agents recorded hundreds of li¬ 
cense-plate numbers of people who 
attended rallies or meetings. The 
names of the ow n er s of the vehicles 
were entered into the FBI's Ales. 

□ In at least one instance, agents 
tn Los Angeles placed a wiretap on a 
political activist. 

□ Agents conducted active sur¬ 
veillance on college campuses. The 
FBI material r e f ers to covert surveil¬ 
lance on the campuses of Wichita 
State University and Florida State 
University. 

D The FBI solicited Information 
on leftist and liberal activists from 
private right-wing political inform¬ 
ants, notably the Virginia-based 
Young America’s Foundation. The 
foundation’s president, Michael 
Boos, said recently that his work is 
supported by Kenneth Cribbs. Presi¬ 
dent Reagan’s assistant for domestic 
affairs, and by Frank Donateili, a 
presidential political adviser. 

Several surveillance reports ap¬ 


pear from cover markings to have 
been routed to the National Security 
Council, where Oliver Revell. the 
FBI’s executive assistant director, 
sat on several interagency task 
forces with LL Col. Oliver L. North 
and others. An FBI spokesman said 
he could not comment on the mean¬ 
ing erf the markings, which read "AT 
W/NSC.* 

"This Investigation has an odor of 
harassment about ft," said Repre¬ 
sentative Don Edwards. D-Cailf.. 
chairman of the House Judiciary 
subcommittee on civil and constitu¬ 
tional rights. 

Mr. Edwards, whose committee 
oversees the FBI, said. "We want the 
FBI to Investigate when there is 
criminal or terrorist conduct When 
there Is not the investigation must 
•top. Here, obviously, they went on 
for years, doing the things they did 
tn the J. Edgar Hoover days. 

"The FBI Is supposed to catch 
criminals —— not political activists. 
Hoover investigated long-haired 
young people and Dr. Martin Luther 
King. This looks like sort of a re¬ 
peat" 

Ann Marl Bultrago. director of 
FOIA (Freedom of Information Act) 
Inc., a public interest group, said the 
Investigation did not result In the ar¬ 
rest of any terrorists or in any Indict¬ 
ments for terrorist actions. 

Asked about the lack of arrests or 
indictments In the five-year Investi¬ 
gation, Mr. McElhaney said domes¬ 
tic-security and counterterrorism In¬ 
vestigations generally have two 
goals. One involves arrest and prose¬ 
cution. A second goaJL he said. Ts the 
prevention or Interdiction of crimi¬ 
nal activity before It happens * 

He saJd he could not comment on 
whether the CISPES probe led to any 
such actions by the FBI. 

Margaret Ratner of the Center for 
Constitutional Rights said yesterday: 
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"The breadth and scope of this In¬ 
vestigation Indicates the FBI was en¬ 
gaged in an illicit campaign to stifle 
dissent* 

Ms. Ratner added that the sur¬ 
veillance campaign Is part of a larg¬ 
er picture of intelligence abuses 
affll n st people who dissent from the 
administration's foreign policy." 
That pattern, she said, includes FBI 
Interrogations of people returning 
from Central America. Internal Rev¬ 
enue Service audits of political 
groups. Customs Service seizures of 



men ted c as es of mail tampering. 

One FBI official, who asked not to 
be identified, said that such Investi¬ 
gations frequently are prompted by 
allegatio ns from reliable sources that 
some group may be involved in ter¬ 
rorist activities. "If someone who 
doesn't look mad of crazy brings 
these allegations, you check them 
but It may generate teletypes to all 
the FBI Add offices, and a number of 
interviews to check out the allega¬ 
tions.* 

The official emphasized: "We 
don't execute fishing expeditions. 
We operate on reliable sources." 

T he official noted that the former 
FBI director, William H. Webster, ex¬ 
plained to Congress in a classified 
session why the FBI has Interviewed 
people who have returned from Nic¬ 
aragua. 

"Webster explained that we had 
legitimate foreign counterintelli¬ 
gence reasons for those Interviews." 
he said. 

Angela Sanbrano, executive di¬ 
rector of CISPES. took issue with the 
FBI in a telephone interview from 
Washington. 

"We are outraged at this investi¬ 
gation. We want the FBI to release 
the entire 17 volumes of files. We 
want them to end surveillance and 
harassment against CISPES and 
other groups working to change U.S.

A 1983 teletype from the New Or¬ 
leans field office said: It is impera¬ 
tive at this time to formulate some 
plan of action against CISPES and, 
specifically, against individuals (de¬ 
letion] who defiantly dlsplav their 
contempt for the U.S. gc£einent 
by making speeches and propagan¬ 
dizing their cause." 

One source familiar with FBI 
counterintelligence operations s a i d 
the documents seemed to indicate a 
profound confusion within the bu- 
roa u, w ith some offices expressing 
concern about political free speech 
and others engaging in red-baiting.

PURPOSE : To advise of the supplemental release of two 

teletypes dated 3/30/83 and 10/17/84 on 2/17/88.

DETAILS : As a result of the publicity concerning the FBI's 

investigation of CISPES, and following a press conference 
by the Director on 2/2/88, two documents in the FBIHQ file 
were re-reviewed for classification. Classified information 
within certain paragraphs was identified and isolated, 
so that the unclassified information in the balance of 
those paragraphs could be so marked and released under the 
FOIA. The portions intended for release now are indicated 
by heavy brackets in the margins of the attached. 

The information being released sets out the predication 
for the FBI's investigation of CISPES, as well as some 
goals and guidelines for conducting the investigation. 

Disclosure is being made after consultation with the Assistant 
Director-Legal Counsel.

];:**• s _£’ r * ai ® S® nera ^ e d intense publicity due to its connection with 
the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-Day Saints (LDS Church). 

STEVEN CHRISTENSEN was a researcher and collector of 
historical documents relating to the LDS Church. He had donated 
to the Church archives a letter allegedly written in 1830 by 
MARTIN HARRIS, an early church leader. This letter, commonly 
referred to as the "White Salamander" letter, purportedly links a 
founder of the LDS Church, JOSEPH SMITH, with the practice of 
folk magic." Because this letter threw doubt on official 
versions of early Morman history, much controversy ensued. 
CHRISTENSEN purchased the "Salamander" letter for $40,000 from 

MARK HOFMANN, an individual noted for his discoveries relating to 
LDS Church history.

Subsequently, HOFMANN borrowed $165,000 from the 
Church for the purchase of the McLELLAN Papers. These papers 
allegedly were original writings of JOSEPH SMITH and/or 
WILLIAM McLELLAN, McLELLAN being one of the original 12 
apostles in the Morman Church. CHRISTENSEN was to advise the 
Church of the authenticity of these papers on the day he died 
from the first bomb explosion outside his office door. 

CHRISTENSEN was also an officer of two finance 
corporations, along with victim KATHLEEN SHEETS’ husband, GARY 
SHEETS. Both corporations had recently lost millions of 
dollars of private investors money. Approximately two hours 
after the first explosion, MRS. SHEETS died as a result of 
another bomb which had been placed outside the front door of 
her residence. The following day, a third bomb exploded in 
MARK HOFMANN'S vehicle, critically injuring him. 

The Salt Lake City Office determined that FBI 
jurisdiction did not exist; however, liaison and cooperation 
were maintained with local authorities. Numerous pieces of 
evidence supplied by sources, including original documents, 
were processed by the FBI Laboratory Division. In order to 
assure the confidentiality of sources, evidential material 
from sources has been protected, as were the results of the 
Laboratory Division's examinations. Only general information 
is being released. FOIA disclosure consists of 111 pages 
being released, with 185 pages denied in their entirety. 

MARK HOFMANN eventually pleaded guilty to two counts 
of fraud and two counts of second-degree murder to avoid the 
death penalty. 

A one-half page article recapping this incident 
appeared in the Washington Post on 8-11-87, and indicates 
continued interest by the news media in general. 
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Forger’s Impact on Church a Puzzle 

Scholarly Facade Disguised a Killer Who Attempted to Alter Mormon History

- PROVO, Utah—Returning to his upscale 
Salt lake City home after an evening get- 
together with Mormon friends, Mark Hof- 
piann chatted with his wife, Doralee, until 
ahe went to bed about 11:30. Then he de¬ 
scended to his basement workroom and be¬ 
gin assembling the supplies he had bought 
JO days earlier two lengths of threaded, 
(me-inch pipe; two end caps; nails; and two 
pans of Hercules fiullseye g unp owder, 

• About 3 a.m., Hofmann got into his gold 
Toyota van to deliver the first of his two 
homemade pipe bombs to the doorstep of 
businessman W. Gary Sheets. In the dark¬ 
ness, he unhooked the tiny wires from a 
safety device and connected them to the 
mercury switch that, a few hours later, 
would blow up Sheets* wife, Kathleen, who 
picked up the package. 

Hofmann was home by 3:30 a,m., when 
his sleepy wife, accustomed to her hus¬ 
band's nocturnal restiveness, called down 
from upstairs to ask him to tend their small 
daughter, who had awakened In the night. 
He stayed with the child until she fell 
asleep. It was Oct. 15,1985. 

At 6:30 a.m., Hofmann got back into the 
van and delivered the second bomb to the 
office of Steven Christensen, a former part¬ 
ner of Sheets and a Mormon bishop inter¬ 
ested in the historic documents of his faith. 
Eighteen months earlier, Hofmann had sold 
Christensen the notorious “white salaman¬ 
der*’ letter, which linked the church** 
founder to the practice of folk m a g ic 
The letter caused much disquiet at the 
time among Mormons and Mormon schol¬ 
ars. Christensen submitted it to church and 
other experts, who verified its authen ticity, 
then donated it to the church. 

Last week, almost two years after the 
jnurders of Kathleen Sheets and Christen¬ 
sen, more than 1,400 people—three times 
the anticipated number-attended a 13- 
hour symposium at Brigham Young Univer¬ 
sity to consider Hofmann's short, dazzlin g 
career as a con man and forger of Mormon 
and secular historical documents and his 
impact on the faith he secretly abandoned in 
adolescence. 

"The enormous damage done by Hof¬ 
mann will take a long time to assess," said 
forensic handwriting expert Charles Ham¬ 
ilton, who had been fooled by some of Hof¬ 
mann s work. "He will be out of prison, and 
at it again before we get around to finding i 
out the real expense of hit disruption of 
scholarship/’ Hofmann is serving five years j 
to life as a result of a plea bargain, and the i 
sentencing judge recommended that he l 
never be released. ,

Of the 424 documents and memorabilia 
Hofmann is known to have sold to Mormon 
institutions and individuals, 107 are known 
to be forgeries, 60 are suspect and others 
have not been examined. "His deceit," BYU 
President Jeffrey R. Holland told the sym¬ 
posium, “has certainly not rocked the foun¬ 
dations of the church ... but it has rocked 
the faith of some uncertain, and often very 
young, hearts and minds," 




Most of his forgeries may not have in¬ 
volved the church, however. "Prom Beetho¬ 
ven to Daniel Boone, from Betsy Ross to 
George Washington-only 20 to 30 percent 
of his output was Mormon," Mormon author 
Allen Roberts said, “His undetected forg¬ 
eries will continue to have a selected impact 
for generations.* 

In early 1965, for example, Hofmann 
tried to negotiate $1.5 million deal with the

Library of Congress for a document he 
claimed to have found in New York's Argo¬ 
sy bookstore—the Oath of a Freeman, dat¬ 
ing to the Massachusetts Bay Colony and 
thought by some to be a model for the Dec¬ 
laration of Independence. 

His machinations came apart when he 
was critically injured the day after the mur¬ 
ders by a third bomb. Police discovered that 
all three bombs had been built of parts pur¬ 
chased at a Radio Shack by “Mike Hansen." 
In Hofmann's workshop, they found a piece 
of paper bearing the name Mike Hansen and 
the number of a Denver engraver who 
turned out to have negatives of printing 
plates made for "Hansen" the previous year. 

When police confronted Hofmann in his 
hospital room with this and other evidence, 
the alarms on his life-support monitor 
sounded, and nurses shooed them out. They 
had a suspect, but they had no motive. 

"Why would this meek-iooking, scholarly, 
respectable, almost a wimp of a man com¬ 
mit this horrible crime?" deputy Salt Lake 
County attorney Robert L. Stott asked rhe¬ 
torically as be reconstructed the crime last 
week. 

Hofmann was a Mormon luminary, in the 
headlines regularly with his amazing and 
spectacular finds relating to the church's 
early history. Six months before the bomb¬ 
ings, he promised to tithe to the church an¬ 
other stunning find, the letters of a 19th 
century Mormon named McLellan. McLeF 
lan bad left the church after a falling out 
with its founder, and his papers were ex¬ 
pected to be highly critical of the church. 

The church loaned Hofmann $165,000 to 
acquire the collection. But Hofinann already 
had received a $150,000 advance for the 
same papers from an antiquities deafer. 

tjnder pressure to produce the collection 
far both buyers and repay the church loan, 
he told church officials that the failure of his 
oe*otiatk»a with the Library of Congress 
far the Oath of a Freeman would force him 
to sell the McLellan papers The 

church found a wealthy Mormon buyer, and 
Hofmann was to turn over the documents 
Oct. 13, 1985, it a meeting arranged by 
jphristensen. , 

But Hofmann had no McLellan collection, 
had spent the money and never appeared 
for the meeting. He later confessed to kill- < 
tog Christensen to avoid being found out 
and planting the bomb for Sheets to cast i 
suspicion on disgruntled investors in a trou¬ 
bled business venture in which the two vie- i 
tima had been partners. 

Last January, Hofmann pleaded guilty to \ 
two counts of second-degree murder and \ 
two counts of fraud involving documents., c 
Last month, the county attorney's office t 
released a 600-page transcript of inveati- . 
gators' interviews in which Hofmann de¬ 
scribed his deception of the church in a ca- n 
reer that spanned seven years. h 

How he did it and why—his confessions v 
describe his contempt for the church after ij 
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e k* 3 faith failed him—have been easier ques- 

h tl0ns for the church to deal with than the 
question of how much damage he did. Mor- 
i mens were particularly vulnerable, Roberts 
said last week, because the church “ties its 
validation to the truthfulness of historical 
J events. If those events did not occur, (Mor- 
' nions] would know the church cannot be 
t true." 

The Mormon Church—the Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saint*—waa 
founded by Joseph Smith Jr., who told his 
I followers that an angel led him to golden 
tablets containing the church's tenets. 

Hofmann first approached Mormon offi¬ 
cials with what deputy county attorney 
Stott described as “faith-enhancing" docu¬ 
ments that tended to fill in the blanks in 
church history. One of his forgeries was a 
letter from Smith's mother, corroborating 
hi3 accounts of angelic visitations. 

Gradually, however, his documents be¬ 
came more controversial The salamander 
letter purportedly was written by a friend of 
Smith and portrays him as deeply involved 
in the occult, an image Mormons hardly 
wished to promote of their founding proph¬ 
et. 

For a time. Mormon officials withheld the 
letter and other documents that appeared 
to undermine the official version of church 
history. 

Elder Daliin H. Oaks, a member of the 
Council of the Twelve, a church ruling body, 
defended the church's jack of skepticism in 
dealing with Hofmann,' himself a respected 
Mormon. (“Ministers of the Gospel function 
best in an atmosphere of trust and love," be 
said. "In that kind of atmosphere, they fail 
to detect a few deceivers they meet") And 
he devoted half of an after-dinner speech to 
denouncing coverage of the scandal as "i 
media feeding frenzy." 

Hofmann's forgeries, prosecutor Stott 
said, "were good. He did excellent work 

-He didn't look like a con man." But 

Stott, a Mormon and a BYU law school 
graduate, said church historians had been 
too gullible and should have investigated 
Hofmann's stories about how he found hit 
documents. 

BYU professor and historian Ronald Bak¬ 
er responded to such criticism by tossing 
out his prepared address to the symposium 
and making an impassioned plea for under¬ 
standing, praying that Hofmann's "duplicity 
... will not further befoul our community 
with unkindness * 

"Anyone delving into the Mormon past 
will find what they want," BYU historian 
William G. Hardley said. "Their faith or lack 
of it will predetermine how they will mine 
the past and to what use they will put it 


"It is imperative for any who write Mor¬ 
mon history to use the records of the past 
honestly and exercise ... great caution 
when facing newly found records whose [or¬ 
igins! arc in doubt."

DETAILS ; The FBIHQ files on CISPES have already been processed 
and 1329 pages released to Margaret L. Ratner of the Center 
For Constitutional Rights, New York, N. Y. and to Jonathan 
Dann of the Chronical Broadcasting Company, San Francisco. 

The Dallas field office files pertaining to CISPES 
have now been processed and a release will be made to Ratner 
on or about 3/1/88. A redacted copy will also be placed 
in the FOIPA Reading Room at FBIHQ. The Dallas files consist 
of 3,640 pages (17 volumes). Of this total, 2,635 pages 
were determined to be copies of documents previously processed 
in the FBIHQ file. From the remaining 1,005 pages, only 
289 are being released.

Memorandum from Allen H. McCreight to Mr. Glover 
Re: Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) Release of 

the Dallas files pertaining to the Committee 
in Solidarity with the People of El Salvador 
(CISPES) to Margaret L. Ratner 


The Dallas release consists largely of public 
source information such as newspaper articles, leaflets, 
pamphlets, and brochures distributed by CISPES and related 
organizations. In addition, administrative material such 
as routing slips, search slips, and serial charge outs 
are being disclosed. 

Of possible media interest is the release of 
an 11 page Pittsburgh airtel dated 12/21/83 captioned "Central 
America Mobilization Coalition (CAMC); International Terrorism- 
El Salvador" (copy attached to the original of this memorandum). 
The CAMC, which was self-described as a coalition opposed 
to U. S. intervention in Central America, had advertised 
the public appearance at Duquesne University on 12/11/83 
of Salvadorian refugees and a public rally at Soldiers 
and Sailors Hall on 12/16/83 to stop the deportation of 
"Hector Marroquin and all refugees." Both functions were 
attended by an unidentified Agent of the Pittsburgh office. 

The first function was a speech by two Salvadorian refugees 
given during a Catholic mass at the Duquesne University 
chapel. They also spoke at the second rally. They described 
their escape from government death squads in El Salvador 
and the plight of Salvadorian refugees in the U. S. The 
FBI's presence at both functions and coverage of speech 
details is being released.

concerning Jaime Torres and the J. T. Construction Company, 
Inc., to Congressman Ronald D. Coleman on 3/9/88. 


RECOMMENDATION: None. For information. 


DETAILS : United States Congressman Ronald D. Coleman submitted 

a request to the Department of the Army for a copy of a report 
prepared by the Army's Criminal Investigative Division at Fort 
Hood and Fort Bliss relative to an investigation of Jaime Torres, 
doing business as the J. T. Construction Company, Inc., El Paso, 
Texas. The Office of the Staff Judge Advocate, Department of the 
Army, referred to the FBI's Office of Congressional and Public 
Affairs (OCPA), a 93-page FBI prosecutive report and a one-page 
letter from the Army for review and direct response to Congressman 
Coleman. The documents were later forwarded to the FOIPA Section.

Jaime Torres, doing business as the J. T. Construction 
Company, Inc., was the subject of a Fraud Against the Government - 
Department of Defense investigation during 1985 which focused on 
possible false, fictitious or fraudulent statements or claims that 
were made on a U. S. Corps of Engineers construction contract let 
to the J. T. Construction Company. Torres was indicted by a 
Federal Grand Jury in El Paso for violation of criminal fraud 
statutes and following trial was found not guilty on 10/9/86. In 
addition, the United States of America filed a civil suit against 
Torres which was settled prior to trial with payment of 
approximately $500,000. 

Congressman Coleman is being furnished a copy of 
the one-page Army letter without redaction. This letter simply 
refers to the offenses investigated by the FBI in this matter 
and contains a request by the Army to be notified of any significant 
developments in the investigation and to be provided with a copy 
of the FBI's final report. The prosecutive report consists 
primarily of interviews of persons knowledgeable of details con¬ 
cerning the bids submitted by the J. T. Construction Company, 

Inc. The report contains no public source information or other 
segregable information not exempt from disclosure under the FOIA. 
There is no indication that Congressman Coleman's request is 
being made on behalf of a Congressional committee or subcommittee, 
nor did he suggest any public interest in disclosure that would 
override the privacy interests of Torres or others involved in 
the investigation. 

Congressman Coleman will be advised that absent a 
notarized authorization from Mr. Torres, disclosure of this 
report could reasonably be expected to constitute an unwarranted 
invasion of Mr. Torres' privacy and is exempt from disclosure 
pursuant to exemption (b)(7)(C) of the FOIA.

Legal Counsel has now reviewed the two attached 
teletypes that have been reclassified and reprocessed. Legal 
Counsel understands that this material has already been released 
to Margaret Ratner of the Center for Constitutional Rights and 
one other, non-litigating, requestor by letter dated 2/17/88. 

Legal Counsel wishes to note that neither the Assistant 
Director, Legal Counsel nor the Unit assigned to Freedom of 
Information Act (FOIA) litigation was consulted prior to this 
specific reclassification and release (Legal Counsel acknowledges 
that Civil Discovery Review Unit II was contacted prior to 
release; however, since that unit was handling the release to 
Congress, it was unable to provide specific litigation-related 
input). 


Legal Counsel was, however, previously consulted on 
2/2/88, regarding the perceived need to release one paragraph, 
specifically the paragraph beginning at the bottom of page 5 and 
continuing onto page 6 of the teletype labeled 199-8848-1, after 
Director Sessions referenced it during his news conference. At 
that time, on 2/2/88, Legal Counsel advised of the potential 
adverse consequences to the pending FOIA litigation, if already 
released documents were reclassified in order to meet the need to 
justify FBI actions. It was pointed out that any wholesale 
reclassification of the documents would be perceived as being 
self-serving and would call the integrity of the processing of 
all released documents into question by the plaintiffs and the 
court. It was Legal Counsel's understanding that, based on the 
potential harm to the FBI's litigation posture, only the one 
paragraph would be declassified and, to Legal Counsel's 
knowledge, such was affirmed by the Director. Legal Counsel 
agreed to the declassification and release of the referenced 
paragraph due to its facially apparent non-classified nature and 
was unaware that any further reclassification was being 
considered. 

Legal Counsel has learned that the attached teletypes 
were reviewed for classification for two reasons: 1) the 
Director's request for unclassified material to be used in press 
releases, and 2) for material to be included in the "white paper"

intended for presentation to Congress by EAD REVELL. This review 
was (1) performed to identify any segregable information 
contained within classified paragraphs which in and of itself did 
not require classification and (2) to identify any information 
which no longer required classification. 

Legal Counsel reiterates the view that the instant 
reclassification, and any further reclassification of released 
documents, unless done uniformly and with independent 
justification under current classification rules, could result in 
intensive and adversarial scrutiny of the FOIA Section, the 
integrity of FBI classification procedures, FOIA processing 
procedures, the truthfulness of declaring Agents and the validity 
of any exemptions asserted in the future. This will obviously 
create serious obstacles to the ability of Legal Counsel to avoid 
adverse decisions and orders of the court; potentially including 
further disclosures, substantial attorneys fees and costs and 
discipline for any personnel found to have ’’acted arbitrarily or 
capriciously” in this matter (Title 5, United States Code, 
Sections 552(a)(4)(F) and 552(a)(4)(G)).

The 
five professionals, (not otherwise identified), discussed the 
current situation in their country. After the meeting, the 
Agent, under a pretext, spoke to several people in attendance in 
an apparent effort to further identify them and their views.

In an 
effort to prevent any misinterpretation of this material, our 
letters to Ms. Winebrenner and Mr. Culvahouse will include the 
sentence, "Please do not infer from a review of these documents 
that Dr. Davis was in any way involved in subversive activities." 

Also proposed for release are copies of correspondence 
relating to an invitation from Dr. Davis to J. Edgar Hoover to 
address the annual dinner of the American Surgical Association 
and portions of Ronald Reagan's Personnel Security Questionnaire 
(PSQ) listing Dr. Davis as his father-in-law. This PSQ was sub¬ 
mitted in 1967 in connection with Mr. Reagan's clearance for access 
to Atomic Energy data while serving as Governor of California. In 
addition, one document is proposed for release which reports that 
in 1943, Mrs. Edith Davis, wife of Dr. Loyal Davis, assisted the 
Shore Patrol of the 9th Naval District in an investigation of 
local taverns selling liquor to teenage sailors.
